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McGovern names 


Pedestrian overpass 
considered for Surf 


Missouri Senator 


Eagleton is running mate 


MIAMI BEACH (U PI) — Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton of 
Missouri was named by Democratic nominee George S. 
McGovern today to be his vice presidential running 
mate. 
McGovern faced a 4 p.m. EDT deadline in his search 
for a vice presidential candidate acceptable to both the 
coalition of discontent which nominated him and some 
Democratic old pros who doubted he could beat 
President Nixon Nov. 7. Convention rules require that he 
submit his choice three hours before tonight’s closing 
session starting at 7 o’clock EDT. 
McGovern staff members and advisers, including 
actress Shirley MacLaine, sat around a conference table 
in McGovern’s 17th floor penthouse for nearly two and a 
half hours this morning — with McGovern elsewhere in 
the suite —going over at least a dozen names of potential 
No. 2 candidates. 
The 
meeting 
broke 
up 
without 
priority 
recommendation being agreed on, according to Mc­ 
Govern aides. 
There was one firm no to the nominee —from Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy. But Kennedy said he would fly 
from Massachusetts to the convention hall, once the 
speculation over No. 2 was ended, to endorse McGovern 
in person. 
High up in speculation about veep possibilities were 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills of Arkansas, President Leonard 
Woodcock of the United Auto Workers Union, Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff of Connecticut, and Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey of Wisconsin. 
Mills, who earlier had said he could not share a ticket 
with a man he differed with ideologically, remained 
silent. But his aides stood by at his hotel, dearly hoping 
the powerful congressman would be tapped. 
While advisers haggled over who they thought the No. 2 
man should be, McGovern worked on a plan to take his 
appeal for campaign funds to the American people. 
He plans a direct mail effort designed to raise $25 
million outside regular —and perhaps foreclosed —party 
channels. 
Some of the men McGovern bested for the nomination, 
including Sen. Henry M. Jackson of Washington and Gov. 
George C. Wallace of Alabama, remained unreconciled. 
But Wallace at least reported backing away from the 
third party effort his aides had earlier called a growing 
possibility. 
While the McGovern camp tried to consolidate its 
victory, President Nixon’s operatives were aready in 
Miami Beach attempting to cash in on anti-McGovern 
discontent. 
Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. Morton —a member of 
the Nixon re-election committee — said there was a 
“ fertile field” of dissatisfaction on which the GOP could 
work. 
A prime tactic Nixon will use against McGovern in the 
election, Morton said, was to try to disprove McGovern 
“ has a magic wand that can cure all the nation’s 
problems.”

In a living room crowded with kinfolk and confidants, 
McGovern watched his nomination on television under 
the heat and glare of television lamps recording the 
moment. 


After 18 months, starting from nowhere, the candidate 
of discontent had won. His eyes shone bright with 
emotion He kissed his sisters and his nieces and shook 
hands with the men, then went back to writing on a 
yellow pad with a felt-tip pen the acceptance speech he 
will deliver tonight. 


But hostility remained from the old guard. On the 
convention floor, the die-hard supporters of Hubert H 
Humphrey and Edmund S. Muskie cast their votes for the 
token candidates or for Sen. Henry M Jackson of 
Washington, a party warhorse, rather than go with the 
obvious winner. 


Jackson and Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace 
remained unreconciled to the bitter end to a McGovern 
candidacy on a liberal platform — and so did Wallace’s 
antibusing supporters and Jackson’s labor supporters. 


The votes of Illinois delegates who had ousted and 
antagonized Chicago Mayor Richard J Daley provided 
McGovern’s majority. Illinois swelled his total to 
1,728.35 votes, 219 more than a majority—showing how 
close it might have been had he not recovered 151 
California delegates taken from him by the party’s 
Credentials Committee in an act he had decried as foul 
and evil. 


Other delegates came across after their votes were no 
longer needed, but many did not make the conciliatory 
switch, demonstrating that the wounds remained raw

Communists 
reject 
peace plan 


PARIS (U PI)—The Vietnamese 
Communists 
today 
rejected 
President Nixon’s latest peace plan 
as an “ unreasonable and absurd 
ultimatum and said they will settle 
for nothing except acceptance of 
their own plan. 


North 
Vietnamese 
negotiator 
Xuan Thuy and Madame Nguyen Thi 
Binh, 
the 
Viet 
Cong 
foreign 
minister, turned down Nixon’s plan 
and pushed their own, long-rejected 
peace package, when the Vietnam 
Conference resumed after a 10 - 
week suspension. 


The meeting lasted three hours 
and 45 minutes. Negotiators said 
they had agreed to meet again next 
week. The Communist delegations’ 
stand, 
coupled 
with 
a 
violent 
condemnation of U.S. air strikes in 
Vietnam, failed to move the con­ 
ference off dead center as had been 
hoped in Washington. 
Taking an unusually harsh tone, 
Madame 
Binh 
charged 
that 
President Nixon’s eight-point plan 
proposed Jan.25 and calling for new 
presidential 
elections 
in 
South 
Vietnam, was aimed merely at 
maintaining U.S. control of the 
country.

Two heavily armed black air 
pirates held three stewardesses 
hostage today in a National Airlines 
passenger jet stranded at a tiny 
commuter airport in Texas. In a 
Wednesday night hijacking, a man 
calmly surrendered in Oklahoma 
City after taking over an American 
Airlines plane. 
In Freeport, Tex., FBI agents and 
sheriff’s deputies carrying high- 
powered rifles sealed off the local 
airport where the two hijackers 
were trapped with a $600,000 ransom 
paid by National. Authorities said 
the craft could not take off because 
of the size of the airport 
After the craft landed, the flight 
engineer was shot and wounded and 
the copilot pistol whipped 
Both 
were 
hospitalized 
Another 
stewardess escaped unharmed 


About the same time, a gray- 
haired man surrendered after he 
succeeded in obtaining a $200,000 
ransom from American Airlines in 
Oklahoma 
City 
following 
the 
hijacking of an American 727. 
In. the 
National hijacking, a 
Federal 
Aviation 
Administration 


spokesman said the pilot of the first 
National craft the two black men 
hijacked while during a flight over 
New York jumped through a window 
to escape while the craft was on the 
ground in Philadelphia 
The two men then transferred to 
another 
plane 
with 
six 
crew 
members 
as hostage. The 
113 
passengers of the original craft 
were set free. 


In both cases passengers had been 
released and the crew held as 
hostages 
Both incidents began Wednesday 
night when the hijackers seized the 
planes and demanded parachutes 
plus ransom totaling in excess of $1 
million 
The first hijacking occcurred 
about 7 p.m. EDT as a National 
Airrlines 727 jetliner with 
118 
persons aboard was making its final 
approach 
to John 
F. 
Kennedy 
Airport in New York 
Two armed men, demanding three 
parachutes and $600,000, some of it 
in Mexican pesos, diverted the plane 
to Philadelphia where it landed 
while officials scurried about in an 
attempt to procure the money. 


Less than two hours later, a man 
identified as Melvin Marvin Fisher, 
49,

from Oklahoma City enroute to 
Dallas, federal agents said

MIAMI BEACH (UPI) - W here w ere the bands? W here 
w ere the drum m ajo rettes? The balloons? The funny h ats ? 
Oh, w here w ere the spontaneous dem onstrations of yes­ 
te ry e a r9 
Gone, gone in the hot light of reform . V audeville is dead, 
and for the reform ed D em ocratic N ational Convention, so, 
apparently, is the traditional spectacu lar of noise and color 
that used to be the hallm ark of nom ination night. 


Back in the old days, nom inating speeches w ent on and 
on, and alw ays refrained from nam ing the o bject of their 
over-ripe trib u tes until the final sentence. W hereupon out of 
the parking lots would spring hundreds of people who had 
absolutely nothing to do w ith politics except to whoop, 
holler, blow horns, dance, and w ave banners for the 
candidate who had paid them for a night’s perform ance. 
Thousands of dollars w ere spent to produce the longest, 
noisiest and biggest show 


W ednesday night at the M iam i Beach convention hall, the 
presiding officer announced in advance who w as going to be 
placed in nom ination and held a stric t w atch on the 
proceedings. 
The can d id ates’ 
supporters had ju st 15 
m inutes 
to 
m ake 
their 
nom inations 
and 
seconding 
speeches. Any tim e spent in dem onstrations cam e off the 
tim e for speechm aking. 


Of course, there w as som e hoopla The convention band 
did do a couple of rousing b ars of m usic afte r each 
nom inating speech, and delegates got in som e ch eers and 
sign and banner waving. But nobody m arched in the aisles, 


and when the gavel w ent down, the dem onstrations stopped 
cold. 
Some old-tim e convention w atchers m ourned the passing 
of the colorful phony dem onstrations, but they died, at least 
for the D em ocrats, for several good and sufficient reasons. 
F irst, they w ere startin g to cost a lot of m oney, and 
D em o crats still a re in hock from 1968 
Second, if the 
delegates w anted to see a dem onstration, th ere usually w as 
a real one or two going on outside the convention hall or 
th eir hotels. And those usually a re n ’t m uch fun. 
But th ere w as som ething else in the m akeup of this 
convention. Some thought these delegates would be w ilder 
than their p redecessors because they w ere younger and less 
schooled in the usages of conventional politics. N othing of 
th SORT. 
# L 
This group, w hich w as the product of the reform m oce- 
m ent th at sw ept the D em ocrats a fte r their bloody and 
disastrous 1968 convention, w as m ore interested in the sub­ 
stance than the shadow of politics, and surprisingly ready 
to obey the rules th at had been prescribed to produce a busi­ 
nesslike convention. 
There w ere a few throw backs. Rep. H ale Boggs, the 
House D em ocratic leader, appeared on the rostru m in an 
ice cream suit th at rivaled Colonel Sanders (who w as there 
him self). A South D akota delegate cam e dressed as an 
Indian chief (he w as genuine) ana another delegate brought 
a huge, ear-banging cowbell. 
But in all, it w as a feeble echo of the past. The old-tim e 
convention seem s to be gone, and w ith it, apparently, m uch 
of the politics and m any of the politicians of its era.

6-1 by the full commission, 
an organization must retain 
at least a 50 per cent 
Lompoc 
resident 
membership, submit annual 
rosters and fiscal reports to 
the commission and operate 
on a non-profit basis while 
in co-sponsored status. 
Commissioner 
Siminski 
entered the lone dissension 
explaining that he thought 
the policy incomplete as to 
city 
responsibilities 
and 
possible liability. 
Sponsored 
and 
co­ 
sponsored organizations are 
to receive free priority use 
of 
city 
recreational 
facilities 
along 
with 
organizations 
offering 
“ substantial 
social 
or 
cultural benefit,” according 
to approved language which 
also 
stipulates 
that 
activities be “ free and open 
to the public” in order to 
qualify for free use. 
Other 
use 
of 
city 
recreation 
facilities 
will 
come under a facility use 
rate schedule yet to be 
finalized. Sponsorship and 
co-sponsorship status is to 
be determined by either the 
Recreation Department or 
the 
Commission 
and 
applicants will have the 
right 
to 
appeal

Council. The policies will 
next face a council review 
In an amendment to the 
general policy for park and 
recreation building use, the 
commission also moved to

I played Debbie (The Pearl) Mason three gam es of 
one-on-one basketball recently. We played in the Queens 
College gym, her home court.

I saw 
Debbie, a slight girl, eating up a sweat-suited man at one 
far basket. Sne is 5-5 and weighs 112 pounds. She has the 
beginnings of an Afro. She wore a knee brace on her left 
leg and, justifiably, a T-shirt which said, “ Superstar” 
(from the rock opera, “Jesus Christ Superstar” ). 
It turns out that Debbie has all the m oves I had heard 
about, and more and better besides. She can dribble 
behind her back and between her legs. She can shoot in 
close with either hand; her jump shot is up, behind her 
right ear and off her finger-tips before I—that is, o n e - 
can catch one’s balance from the stutter dribble.

someone in the next gam e, they usually say sure—out 
of curiosity.

W h a l e n ’s 
book, 
Catch the Falling 
Flag. There is al­ 
together too much 
there, now that it is 
p u b l i s h e d , 
t h a t 
people should not 
deprive themselves 
of. 
Whalen is the young author of The 
Founding Father. 
When in 
1967 
Richard Nixon was assembling his 
staff, something Whalen wrote in 
Fortune Magazine caught his eye, 
and he asked him to come around 
for a talk. Forthrightly, Whalen 
r e m i n d e d 
Ni x o n 
t h a t 
t h e 
excruciatingly critical review of his 
book, 
Six 
Crises, 
published 
in 
National Review in 1963, had been 
written by Whalen, whose services 
Nixon was now soliciting. Mr. Nixon 
appeared not to mind at all, the 
collaboration began and, briefly, 
prospered. 
But 
days 
after 
Nixon 
was 
nominated, and ten months after 
Whalen’s 
frustration 
began, 
it 
ended, at a motel in San Diego, 
where Nixon’s staff was holed up 
after the triumphant nomination, to 
re-eonsolidate for the campaign

This bitter book is a documentary 
of disillusion. Whalen expected a 
great deal from Richard Nixon, and 
slowly he came to the conclusion 
that Richard Nixon was purely a 
political functionary, without any 
thought at all except to enhance his 
fortunes. 
Whalen’s account is, of course, 
highly colored by arm our propre. It 
is for that reason all the more 
fascinating, precisely because, as a 
sensitive man, he notices and reacts 
to slights which others would accept 
as a m atter of course, or in any 
event, would not dwell upon On one 
occasion, 
at 
the 
convention 
in 
Miami, Whalen found that the Nixon 
bureaucracy 
had given him 
an 
identification badge that denied him 
access to the floor occupied by 
Nixon’s top team in the hotel. He 
made a fearful row, there and then, 
and got his credentials hiked: and 
one thinks of life at Versailles, or at 
St. Petersburg, and the agony and 
the ecstasy 
brought on 
by 
he 
em peror’s chance snub, or smile. 
Whalen tells us, in effect, that 
such a life is bearable for those 
engaged in grand purposes, but that 
no such purposes are being served 
by Richard Nixon’s court. It is the 
principal failure of the book that he 
does not really make the indictment 
convincingly, either to liberals dis- 
satified by Nixon’s conservatism, or 
to conservatives dissatisfied by Mr. 


Nixon’s liberalism. 
The book is less ideological than 
personal. Indeed, Whalen closes it 
by 
writing 
a 
memorandum 
to 
“ RN ”, in the style of the dozens he 
had written during 
the months 
before the political conventions. 
“ What the yea-sayers and your 
Republican apologists do not dwell 
upon,” he tells Nixon chillingly, “ is 
the direction of much of (the) 
p r o g r e s s 
( m a d e 
by 
y o u r 
Administration. ) It is away from the 
goals you proclaimed in the 1968 
campaign. The difference between 
what your administration has done 
and proposed to do, and what a 
Humphrey 
administration 
would 
have done, is not very significant. 
What is sadly significant is that a 
liberal Democratic administration 
would have acted out of mistaken 
conviction. Your adm inistration’s 
slithering to the left — to borrow a 
phrase from our common political 
hero, Churchill — is prompted by 
mistaken calculation. 
“ In 
the 
course 
of 
the 
1968 
campaign, you declared: I seek the 
Presidency, not because it offers me 
a chance to be somebody, 
but 
because it offers me a chance to do 
something. I believed then that you 
sincerely meant that, and so did 
others around you. In June, 1968, you 
may recall, you confided to a visitor 
that you expected to be a one-term 
President. 
Som ewhere 
in 
the 
transition from citizen to monarch, 
your principled determination truly 
to govern, rather then merely reign, 
faltered 
For that reason, I am 
bound to say, the chance that you 
will be a one-term President is 
perhaps greater than you realize.”

With the Rosemary 
Farm s ticket, the fair-goer gets a 
cut rate at the admissions gate and 
carnival rides for a bargain price. 
There is little doubt in the minds 
of the directors that the intense 
promotional 
effort 
expended 
by 
Rosemary Farm s has helped our 
fair attendance. We appreciate the 
interest, that Mrs. Hancock, Keith 
Widle, Roy Learned, and the rest of 
the people at Rosemary Farm s have 
shown in our county fair. 
What it has meant to us is simply 
increased

Olivia Cotsenmoyer, official of the 
Women’s Division of the Chamber of 
Commerce has helped launch a 
community drive for funds aided by 
contributions from 
operators of 
booths in Ryon Park during the 
Flower Festival Mrs. Cotsenmoyer 
says her group has about $270 and

$300 in cash or pledges from booth 
operators.
